Mr. Ryay’s Musical Drama, The Irish Girl, was repeated at this 
Theatre, with Wanted, a Governess, and the Spring Lock, yester- 
day evening, when Miss Kelly by her admirable acting in the two first 
pieces, seemed again determined to give the lie, to the assertion of one of 
our contemporaries, that she is passee, in talent, as well as in person. 
We regretted exceedingly to see ia a respectable Sunday paper, this 
highly gifted actress, charged with an attempt to crush the rising ta- 
ent of Miss Poole. It is not, cannot be true; we have always heard 
that Miss Kelly is a most amiable woman, we know that she has 
the interest of Mr. Arnold much at heart, and therefore conclade 
she would rather foster and encourage the efforts of this clever child, 
than endeavour to crush them, why should sh: ?—there can be no ri- 
valry between them, no clashing of interests, no motive sufficiently 
powerful to induce her to risk the loss of public favor, by being de- 
tected in an attempt which must eventually recuil on herself. 














DHap-market Cheatre. 

Every body has antipathies, and one of ours is a Tragedy at this 
Theatre in the dog-days ;—Farce and Comedy we consider peculiarly 
the province of this house ;—Tragedy seems out of its place here, and 
we would never, therefure, willingly have Thalia banished tomake way 
for her stern sister Melpomene. ‘The manser in which Romeo and Ju- 
diet was represented did not assuredly change our opinion, and from a 
view of the house, last night, we opine that we are not singular in our 
dislike of Tragedy at this Theatre. The only novelty in the cast was 
the Juliet of MissTaylor, and as a sincere admirer of that young lady, 
we could have wished she had not attempted that arduous character, 
as she has, certainly, not increased her reputation by the attempt.— 
There was nothing in her acting which conld call forth censure, nor 
was there anything to excite a strong emotion of delight : it was merely 
é a clever performance, without a single flash of genius or trait of origi- 
nality ; she made most of the accustomed points, and was never at a 
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loss in the business of the scene, hut she never for a moment seemed 
to forget she was acting, or to give way to one burst of impassioned 
feeling. We fancied her recalling the lessons of her instractress, who, 
with reverence be it spoken, was one of the most artificial actress of 
her day, and, par consequent, a very improper model for Miss Taylor. 
Cooper’s Romeo, and Vining’s Mercutio, were respectable, and Mrs, 
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Glover’s Nurse was so excellent as to obtain more genuine applause 
than any other part in the play. Spring and Autunn, and Peeping 
Tom, were the other entertainments —The house thiuly attended. 

On Tuesday evening last, an Italian Opera, entitled Siroe was per- 
formed by a party of fashionable amateurs at the residence of Mrs. 
Cuthbert, Grossenor Square, in the presence of the ex-Emperor Don 
Pedro, and a large party. 

There was a meetiog of the Proprietors of Drary Lane Theatre on 
Saturday, for the purpose of receiving the report of the committee, 
and to appoint the necessary officers for the evsuing year. Mr. Dunn 
informed the meeting, that tho’ consiverable expense had been incurred 
by the Committce being obliged tooppose Mr Arvold’s application for 
an extended license, the reoters annuity on 200 shares, awonnting to 
£3750, had been paid into the bank of Ransom and Co; that two 
years interest had been paid on the bond debt, and that in a year or 
two, he hoped to reduce the priacipal. He also stated that the loss 
sustained under Mr. Price’s management, was £6000. and congra- 
tulated the proprietors on now possessing a lessee, with a fortune of 
£15,000 a year, who was determined to spare no exertions or ex- 
pence, to render the Cheatre worthy of the patronage of the public.
